Hundreds Drowned on Both 


Sides of the Atlantic

Lightship Goes Down 


in the Fierce Gale 


London, Nov. 13— The gale which has 


swept the British coast for 24 hours is 
unabated. 


Disastrous floods wash the;iowlands. 
The death list from wrecks along the 


coast numbers fully 100. 


A revenue cutter was wrecked in the 


Firth of Forth. Twenty-three of the 
crew were drowned and <»nly three 
saved. 


The mail boat Nord, which started 


from Dover for Calais at 11.30 at night 
ran down the lightship of the works of 
the new Dover pier. The crew of the 
lightship were drowned. 


It is reported in Dover that 16 per- 


sons went down with the lightship. 
The Nord has gone ashore at the Fore- 
land. but her passengers are said to be 
safe. 


In some parts of the country the 


rain has continued for thirty-six hours 
In the Manchester district, although 
there has been considerable damage, 
the floods have been rather welcomed 
than otherwise, as the wills had long 
suffered from the unusual drought. 


Three vessels were driven ashore last 


night at the entrance tg the Tyne. 
four small vessels have been wrecked 
in the vicinity of Sunaeriand and an- 
other has been wrecked off Hartlepool. 
Altogether nine persons were drowned 
in these disasters. The lighthouse on 
the Sunderland pier has been washed 
away. 


The gale in the Irish channel is the 


heaviest known for many years. Five 
vessels have been wrecked in Kings- 
town harbor, which is strewn with 
wreckage.

Along nasMtcbnceti* Coact 


Tineyard Haven, Mass , NOT. 13.— 


Schooner Douglass Haynes of Bath, Me., 
Captain Blaisdell, from Port Johnson 
for Hallowell, Me., with a cargo of coal, 
Is sunk between Shovelful apd Pollock 
Kip shoals with her three masts pro- 
jecting out of water. Captain Blaisdell 
and his crew of four men wpre rescued 
by Schooner Luther T. Garrelson and 
landed here, after having suffered ter- 
ribly from exposure. 


The disaster was seen Monday morn- 


ing from the shore at Chatham, but ow- 
ing to the thick weather and heavy seas 
no help conld be given, and until yester- 
day nothing was known regarding the 
fate of the crew. 


Captaia Blaisdell states that when on 


Xantucket shoals on the morning of the 
10th he encountered a violent gale from 
the northwest, and anchored between 
Shovelfnl and Pollock Rip shoals about 
6 a. m. 


The vessel rode out the gale all 


right until late in the afternoon, when 
the heavy sea caused her to leak badly. 
All hands were kept constantly at tl:e 
pump in an effort to keep the vessel fre?, 
but the water gradually gained and at 
B o'clock Monday morning ft became evi- 
dent that the vessel must "sink, as the 
flecks were then nearly awasb. Captain 
Blaisdell n:id the crew climbed mto the 
rigging, this being the only chance of 
saving themselves, as the sea was run- 
ning too high to allow them to u«e their 
yawl boats. Thirty minutes after all 
hands had secured themselves in the 
rigging the vessel went to thi- bottom. 
As she struck she caieened over on her 
side, dipping h»r mast in the water, and 
the five iron weie obliged to hang on 
for their lives to keep from bring 
cashed from the rigging by the force - 
of the waves. 


Fortunately the vessel soon righted 


herself and lay on the bottom with her 
roasts out of water, and the men were 
able to stay in the rigging until S o'clock 
Monday 
morning, when fhey were 


sighted by the schooner Luther T. Gar- 
retson. The gal* bad at this time mod- 
erated somewhat and the Garretson'g 
yawlboats were launched and rescued 
the half-frozen 
seimen 
The.V were 


landed here at 4 o'clock yestsrday after- 
noon. They saved nothing from 
the 


vessel. 


The Douglass Haynes w«s a three- 


masted schooner built at Bath, Me., In 
1872, aud was owned by J. Haynes of 
Augusta. 


The two-masted schooner reported 


from Chatham as having been.seen to go 
to the bottom yesterday forenoon wns 
the schooner Mark Pendleton. 
The 


veseel did not go (o Hie bottom n.s fir.,t 
beliofed, font careened and filled and 
bns since been drifting about off Pollock 
JUp. Her crew were landed at $h 


ship and later taSen to Boston by the 
United States rerenne cutter Semmole. 


The Pendlcton was in collision Mm- 


day night five mites southwest of High- 
land light witii schooner Lizzie D. Small 
Both vessels, which were considerably 
damaged, were taken in tow by the 
steamer Herman Winter, but early yes- 
terday morning, when off Pollock ttip, 
the P«ndl«ton's hawser parted and she 
went adrift. The fiermRn Winter pro- 
ceeded to this pert with tbe Liizie D. 
Small.

Dr, John Bascom of Williams col- 


lege 'delivered an interesting address 
ton the labor question last evening in 
the Congregational chapel, the event 
being under the auspices of the i,- n- 
day club. This was the first of two 
adresses to be given by Dr. Bascom, 
the next coming next .week Tuesday 
evening, when he Will speak on the 
eubject of "Taxation." The audfence 
last evening *as small, on .account of 
the inclement weather, but great in- 
terest was shown, as was evidenced by 
the number of questions asXed at the 
close, ot the address. 


Dr. Bascom's subject was the "The 


labor problem. 
Taking up the sub- 


ject in Its different aspects, he dealt 
ivith it broadly, giving an insight in- 
to the fundamental principles out of 
which it arose, and sh'owing the re- 
lation of its various phases to the cen- 
tral idea that the movement tended 
towards the realization of ideal con- 
ditions of life. 
Mrs! R- A. Thompson, president of 


the Monday 
club, introduced the 


speaker, and Dr. Bascom sopke In sub- 
etance as follows: 


The labor question Is one concerning 


which all of us have opinions, and let 
us confess, prejudices. It is one of the 
(greatest importance the last century, 
yes, in the history of the world. The 
labor movement is really a movement 
to disseminate the Christian life. 


That labor should be crushed under 


every civilization and that it should 
have gained ground by its own activ- 
ity is a fact of the greatest moment. 
The workingmen have learned to aid 
themselves, and have gained by this 
knowledge 
Strength 
and 
vfltality. 


Union 
among laborers In connection 


with organization to secure prc-sperity 
1s the means by which they have aided 
themselves, and the best expression 
of this is found In England, where the 
laborers as a class are more hom'ogen- 
eous. .

men iu nearly all punuitc who wear 
beards, they are nevertheJese in a Tart 
minority just now. In the first place, let 
us take the typical city man. He is prob- 
ably engaged ou the Stock Exchange, and 
if so it will be remarkable if he wears a 
beard. W jst of tne frequenter* of Throe- 
morton street are clean shaved or at wort 
a mustache is cultivated. The same ap- 
plies to moet bank clerks and young and 
middle aged men in insurance and other 
offices. Secretaries of companies are also 
generally content with cultivating slight 
mustaches if they are not altogether 
clean shaved. 


On the other hand, it i» curious^to note 


that beards seem fairly popular among 
accountants. Indeed it would almost seem 
as if the growth of hair on the face were 
conducive to clear headedness in matters 
of calculation, so general do beards and 
whiskers appear to be among men of fig- 
ures. Middle aged buyers and traveler* 
in the wholesale soft goods and the "rag" 
trades also seem partial to cultivating 
hair on fie lace, though in retail trades 
it is seldom that more than the mustache 
is grown. Bearded men are the exception 
rather than the rule among drapers, 
bootmakers, stationers, grocers, hosiers 
and such like callings. In the govern- 
ment service men are, as a rule, either 
dean shared or they cultivate the mus- 
tache only. Take the clerks, telegra- 
phists and sorters in the postoffice. Mus- 
taches, especially the downy, embryo 
sort, seem rather popular among the 
youths and younger men, while, a few of 
their middle aged seniors indulge in the 
luxuries of comfortable beards, but for 
the most part the clean shaved men man- 
age to hold their own. 


At Somerset House the same remarks 


may be applied as at the treasury and 
other government offices. In the army of 
course they cultivate, mustaches, but 
beards are practically unknown, even 
among our generals. Naval officers are, 
as a rule, clean shaved, though beards are 
pretty common among seamen. The law 
is of course the cleanest shaved of all 
clean shaved callings, which is perhaps 
but as it should be. Medical men, on the 
other hand, are rather fond of their mus- 
taches. One supposes that they are cul- 
tivated when their wearers have set up in 
practice in order to inspire confidence in 
possible patients. Take It all around, 
however, it may safely be said that clean 
shaved men in London are quite as nu- 
merous as those with mustaches if not 
slightly more so, while the man. with a 
beard would appear to be getting more 
and more of a rarity. — London Express.

Detective Sullivan aad Chief of Po- 


l!c» Applegate and Coroner Coots of 
Jeffersonville interviewed Rathbun yes- 
terday. Rathbuii listened as one by one 
the circumstances which ihe police re- 
gard as proofs of his guilt were laid 
before him by Sullivan. According TO 
the officers Rathbun suddenly .sprang 
up, and walking hastily to a window, 
looked out for a few minutes. Then, 
turning lik'e an animal at bay, be faced 
the crowd of men in the room and asked 
in a shaking voice: "What is the pun- 
ishment for offenses of this kind in In- 
diana? Does, the death penalty exist 
there?" 


"Never mind about the pe/ialty, Rath- 


bun, 
said Sullivan. "What we are in- ; 


terested in is the name of the dead 
man." 


For a moment Rathbun looked at the 


group of faces before him and then 
•aid: "You are on the right track. 
Goodman is the name of the dead man. 
J met him in front of the Salvation 
Army hotel and determined to keep him 
drunk for several days and then fix 
him." 


When questioned further. Rathbun de- 


nied having given Ooodman laudanum, 
and said he would have made use of 
chloroform. He then refused to go b tck 
to Indiana without requisition papers. 


Colonel Rodman, United States re- 


wuiting officer in Louisville, notified 
Chief of Detectives Sullivan that no 
Mquisitionn will be necassary for the re- 
turn of Rathbun to Jeffersonville. He 
says that Rathbun is now a government 
prisoner, charged with desertion, and as 
soon as he can communicate with Wash- 
ington he will have the prisoner ta :en 
over. ' 


Tho Jeffersonville authorities' will 


make claim for the custody of Rathbun 
•n a charge of murder. 


Just before he was taken back to 


Jail Rathbun made the following state- 
ment to Chief of Detectives Sullivan: 
"I admit everything except that I killed 
Goodman. I meant to kill him, anl 
ktpt him drunk for that purpose, but he 
died of alcoholism and I was not forced 
to malre way with him. My story 
About the accomplice named Blanchard 
fictitious. I acted alone and without a 
confederate." , 


The JeffersonvHI» coroner yesterday 


identified a pair of trousers found in 
Ratbbun's grip as being a suit the coat 
and vest of which were found on the 
corpse found-art the Falls City hotel. 


The Louisville police are not sure that 


. th« prisoner'-s name Is Rathbun. It is 
believed bis home is in Detroit The 
next step in tbe case will be to attempt 
to settle Ratbbnn's identity, to discover 
'the cause of Goodman's death and 
; whether any arrests yet remain to be

MEN WHO FOUGHT SHEEIFF

Kansas City, Nov. 13.—Three more of 


the 26 fugitive convicts from Fort 
Leavenworth prison were captured at 
Basar late yesterday by penitentiary 
guards, after a fight in which one of th^ 
convicts was shot. The captured Tien 
are Gilbert Mullens, white; Fred EO'J- 
inson, mulatto, and Sol SoutherlanJ. 
Indian. 


Southerland was wounded yesterday, 


but not seriously. He w.is also s-hot 
while making his escape^rom the pris ID 
last week. None of the guards was in- 
jured. Only nine of the escaped con- 
victs are yet to be taken and tho whole 
country is on the lookout. 


Mullins and Southerland are trios;- 


who captured Sheriff Cook and others 
last Sunday. The other, Vivd Ronln- 
$on, had joined them, it is thought, after 
the capture of Tmompson in Council 
Grove. 


The battle in which the convicts were 


taken yesterday was brief but exciting. 
Captain Trelford and a company of 
prison guards were searching for the 
three convicts. Finally, wheu nraring 
a strip of timber, the officers saw the 
runaways, antf moving around under 
the shelter of a smalt hill, the guards 
managed to get in front of tfie convicts 
before they had reached the timber. 


Captain Trelford called upon them to 


surrender. They did not answer, but 
broke into a run. The guards tl'en 
opened fire, but without effect. 
The 


convicts could not return tbe fire, having 
no ammunition. 


After a brief chase, in which a number 


of shots were fired, Southerland was 
wounded ' and then the others sur- 
rendered. Mullins Is still suffering from 
a wound in tbe leg as a result of the fight 
with Sheriff Cook and obuld not do 
much running.

Blade by Sportsmen. 


A party of sportsmen in an Adirondack 


camp were swapping campfire storiea 
when the conversation turned to lucky 
shots. 


One said his luckiest shot was made 


when he was hunting squirrels in Indi- 
ana. He saw a fox squirrel and waf 
hoping to get a shot at it befdre he was 
seen, but the squirrel's! eyes were sharp, 
and it went into a hollow limh. In the 
hope of frightening it out he fired at the 
limb. His gun was a rifle with consider- 
able penetration, and the hunter was infi- 
nitely surprised to see the squirrel tumble 
out stone dead. His surprise was stupe- 
fying when be picked up the squirrel and 
found that it had been shot through the 
head as ueatly as though Daniel Boone 
or David Crockett had been behind the 
gun with the squirrel in plain sight. 


"My luckiest shot was very much the 


same," said the man who sat next to the 
story teller. "It was when I was a boy, 
and I had been hunting squirrels all the 
forenoon, but it was a cold, raw day and* 
none was out. The bunches of leaves 
which they are accustomed to collect in 
oak and hickory trees were to be seen 
everywhere. Finally I got to wondering 
if the squirrels might not be hiding in 
these. So I pulled up and sent a charge 
of shot into one. Out tumbled a fos 
iquirrel. i. thought I had made a discov- 
ery and pictured myself going home at 
night squirrel la^en. I went about the 
woods shooting? *t similar bunches of 
leaves until my ammunition was used up, 
but I did not see another squirrel." 


"Tbe luckiest shot I ever made," said 


another member of the party, "was at a 
duck on one of the lakes of lower Louisi- 
ana. I was in a boat with a party of lo- 
cal hunters. A duck flew up, and I fired 
when it was over fifty yards away. By 
accident I winged it. The boat approach- 
ed the wounded bird, which showed a de- 
cided tendency to swim. Some one told 
me to shoot it 
" 'Wait till we are close and I'll shoot 


its head off,' I said. 


"I meant that I would shoot its head off 


as it sat in the water. But as we ap- 
proached the bird arose to fly. I was 
surprised, and, to tell the truth, a little 
rattled. I pulled on the bird when it was 
so dose that I to£3 Byself I would either 
miss it entirely er blow it to pieces. I 
was the most surprised man you ever saw 
when the duck fell, for, by the merest 
chance in the world, my charge had gone 
true and had cut off the bird's head as 
neatly as one could do it with a knife. 


"The men with me thought they had 


discovered a wonderful being who delib- 
erately shot the heads from flying ducks. 
I was a hero for the rest of that day, but 
when next day I missed half a dozen 
shots at snipe, without a single kill, my 
glory faded.' —New York Times,

and council have commended it by the 
system which is proposed of grading 
the pay according to the responsibility 
attached to the different positions. No 
othtr system is so fair nor so much 
of an incentive to loyal and faithful 
•work. It should be noted al'so that the 
council has voted to submit to the 
voters the question of increasing the 
salary of the chief'of the department 
as well as of the call firemen. This 
is to be put in a separate question on 
the ballot, to be voted for without 
connection -with the question of a gen- 
eral increase. 
But while it is thus 


made distinct, it should be considered 
together 'with the other. 
If any in- 


crease is expedient, it should certainly 
affect the chief whose responsibility 
for the effectiveness of the whole de- 
partment is unlimited. And if the call 
firemen are not to be granted the in- 
crease for which they ask, the refusal 
Will be based on motives of economy 
Whicb could well include both ques- 
tions.

Springfield for bishop, largely because 
he has been in a position to have a 
k«en sense of the spirit of the diocese 
in which he has so long been the lead- 
ing pastor. But even the supporters of 
Mr. Brooks must recognize the ad- 
vantage to the diocese of having as 
its first head, 
a. man of Dr. Greer's 


ability as an organizer as well as of 
his success as a preacher. 


The statement has been made that 


the difference in the salary to be paid 
the. new bishop and that paid to Dr. 
Greer would be made up. to him by 
wealthy individuals in the diocesa. 
This, however, is in error, for Dr. 
Greer, should he take the. office, would 
wisely insist that no such thing be 
done. 


To those who best know Dr. Greer 


and the needs of the new diocese, no 
fitter statement of the case could be 
made than that by Bishop Potter when 
he said: "Fifteen years of his work 
for the new diocese would be worth as 
much as half a century of effort by 
most men."

GLASS BREVITIES. 


The mosaic system of glass painting 


was in general use in Europe in 1300. 


The Phoenicians made all kinds of 


blown glass at Tyre and Sidon in 1450 
B.C. 


Colored glass windows /were placed in 


the abbey of Tegernsu, Bavaria, in 999 
A. D. 
. 


The church of St. Cyprian, at Murano, 


was decorated .with glass mosaics in 882 
A. D. 


Cameo glass came into use among the 


Romans (Portland and Naples vases) in 
79 A. D. 


Blown and cut greenish transparent 


glass bowls were made by the Assyrians 
in 722 B. C. 


In 1747 Connecticut grante^to Thomas 


Darling the exclusive right to make glass 
in the colony. 


Flexible glass was shown at the court 


of Casimir IV., king of Poland, by an 
Italian in the year 1445. 


Plate glass windows for coaches* were 


made at the Duke qf Buckingham's 
works in London in 1673. 


Essays in colored glass window work 


on new and original lines were attempted 
in the United States in 1870. 


The oldest painted windows now in 


England are in the cboir at Canterbury 
cathedral, which date from 1174. 


The oldest piece of dated glass known 


is an Egyptian amulet now in the British 
museum which was made in 3UG4 B. C. 


St. Sophia, at Constantinople, when re- 


built by Justinian in 532 A. D., was 
adorned with colored windows and mo- 
saics.—Jewelers' Circular Weekly.

Graying after that 
time cannot be checked, and no medicines 
should be taken to check the process. If 
before this period it changes, it is prob- 
ably due to some local or general cause 
that should be removed. If the hair be- 
comes gray in places and not in others, it 
is due to the disturbance of nutrition, and 
the best thing is to get the blood to circu- 
late there more freely. The only advice 
that can be given in premature graying 
of the hair is to get the scalp into as 
healthy a condition as possible and see 
to it that the general system is good.

l«t* Poverty. 


Edward L. Drake was a man of one 


Idea, but he managed to use it to such 
advantage tbat he added $2,000,000,000 
to the industrial wealth of the United 
States. He was the man who drilled the 
first oil well in Pennsylvania. A hand- 
some tomb in Woodlawn cemetery Is Ti- 
tusville is the final resting place o? the 
remains of Colonel Drake. 
1 The actual story of the first oil well 
has never, iu my opinion, been told. 
| Fragments of the truth have been giv- 
en, with additions of more or less roman- 
tic error, and there have been many sto- 
Ties published which hare been entirely 
•false. I have endeavored in this article 
to relate only facts which can be vouched 
for, and in the task of digging them up I 
'urn indebted to J. A. Mather and M. N. 
'Allen of TituBville for much valuable as- 
sistance. 
l One bright spring morning in the year 
•1857 a tall, dark bearded mac wearing 
the uniform of a railway conductor ap- 
peared at the office of Eveleth & Bissell 
at New Haven and purchased 500 shares 
;of stock in a newly organized company 
having for its object the gathering and 
sale of oil in western Pennsylvania. 
Along the banks of Oil creek crude pe- 
troleum had been found, and the excite- 
ment was still high when the New Haven 
capitalists organized their company, 


i Rock oil, or coal oil, as it is sometimes 
erroneously called, was obtained 
from 


natural springs or from broad trenches 
dug in oil bearing soil. These trenches 
were from four to six feet deep and were 
allowed to fill with oil and water that 
oozed from the soil. The oil, being lighter 
than the water, rose to the top and was 
absorbed in. woolen blankets especially 
made for the purpose, a practice borrow- 
ed from the Indians, who had long used 
petroleum as a liniment. Another proc- 
ess was known as "dipping." The oil and 
water wene dipped from trenches into 
tubs, and when gravity had separated 
the two liquids the oil was skimmed off 
or else tb* water was drawn by means of 
a vent in the bottom of the tub. 


• Mr. Drake believed that if he could 
pierce the rock stratum that lay below 
the soil of the company's land oil would 
gush forth. 
He was firmly convinced 


that a subterranean lake of oil existed 
beneath the rockbed. 
' His conviction was based on study. Ge- 
ological formations had ever proved fas- 
cinating to him, and he had spent much 
of his spare time when a farmer's helper 
in pursuing this line of inquiry. He was 
lacking in scientific training only. 


I Convincing the officers of the new oil 
company that there was "something" in 
his plan of boring for oil, he went to the 
district supplied with $1,000 for experi- 
ments. 
I He ordered a steam engine and after 
much difficulty secured the services of an 
experienced salt well driller. The arrival 
of the engine was long delayed, and after 
waiting for ^ «veral weeks the driller, be- 
lieving that < the colonel was a seer of 
visions, ref 'eed to hare anything to do 
with the ei terprise. Thus the summer 
wore away •without any new develop- 
ments. The «ompany lost faith in Drako 
and his idea and refused to advance any 
more money. 
| Titusville people had begun to believe 
that Drake was a monomaniac. 
He 


seemed to li « on his one idea. Boys in 
the street j ered him and men tapped 
their forebe. ds with their fingers as he 
passed. 
I Early in t1 e winter his money gave ont, 
and credit > as refused him at the village 
shops. He 
aced absolute poverty and 


barely supp rted his family by doing odd 
jobs. He i pt a strong heart, however, 
and his fail " -in the final outcome of his 
project remr. ued unshaken. 
! Early in 1 e spring of 1859 he succeed- 
ed in conv Being two friends, R. D. 
Fletcher and Peter Wilson of Titusville, 
of the soundness of his idea, and they 
provided him with sufficient capital to re- 
new- his expe i-iment. 
' He secured the services of William 
Smith and bis two sons of Tarentum, 
who were practical salt well drillers. 
They brought with them a complete out- 
fit of tools. 


The soil clong the banks of Oil creek 


was porous cod water soaked, and as fast 
as the hole was made the soil crumbled, 
and the well filled with mud. No prog- 
ress could be made. Although work was 
at a standstill for a number of days, 
Drake's ingentu'ty soon show* d itself, and 
after many costly experiments he finally 
hit upon a plan to overcome the difficulty. 
He secured cast iron pipes sis inches in 
diameter and endeavored to drive thefli 
into the ground. The pipes, being too 
light, were si on shattered by blows from 
a battering i am which he de-itsed. There 
was another vexatious delay, and finally 
a thicker piling was secured in lengths 
of ten feet. These were re.idily driven, 
into the soft eartfe, *ae pipe on top of an- 
other, until bey came in com- ct with the 
rock. Drakt bad solved the problem. 


On Thursi ay, Aug. 25, ths drill began 


to pound tli ough solid rock, and on the 
following S. turday it found its way into 
B crevice in the stratum, and the tools 
Iwere withdrawn. Indications on the bit 
JBhowed the presence of oil, but the well 
was not a "fi usher," as Drake expected. 
Though disappointed, he waited a couple 
of hours for ihe well to flow. It was only 
sixty-nine fe< t deep. He intended to drill 
(deeper. Smi h lived in a shanty not far 
•from the w til. and early Sunday morn- 
ing he went on an errand to the tool- 
house, near ' he derrick, when he beheld a 
sight tbat b. ought joy to his heart. Tha 
long songJt 1 or amber fluid was babbling 
over the piping of the well, saturating 
'the floor of the dmglJt and soaking into 
the ground. Cruto petroleum vrat worth 
over a dollar a gallon at th;i< time, and 
Smith was wild over the % iste.—John 
jMcGraw, Jr., in Success.

BURNING DIAMONDS. 


Costly Experiment* Finally Settled 


a Much Disputed Question. 


In the year 1G04 it \vas discovered by 


actual experiment that a diamond would 
burn. Then Cosmos III. had one fixed 
in the focus of a btirning glass, and after 
some exposure to the rays of the sun it 
cracked, eorruscated and finally disap- 
peared like a ghost, leaving not a single 
trace that it had ever existed, not even 
an atom of ashes. 


But experiments of this sort were cost- 


ly: they were long in yielding any scien- 
tific result. It -nas onlj a king or n sov- 
ereign prince that could afford to see liis 
jewels vanish like the gifts of a faiiy 
godmother. 
Another potentate, Francis 


I., tried the quality of a number of valu- 
able diamonds in the heat of .1 furnace 
and may have iWt some gratification 
when he found that they had disappear- 
ed. This was in 1730, and Jbout twenty 
years later scientific experimenters buin- 
ed a magnificent diamond in Paris. 


A jeweier named LcBIane now came 


forward and denied the possibility of 
burning a diamond, evon going so far as 
to accuse the chemist, Macquor, of fraud 
in conducting his diamond binning opera- 
tions, lie had often, he asserted, exposed 
diamonds to great heat, with the sole re- 
sult of increasing Hicir brilliancy. 


A Mr. Streeter had done the same with 


success, but it seems that LeBlane only 
knew half of what Mr. Streetar knew. 
When Macquer demanded that the jew- 
eler inclose some diamonds in coal in a 
crucible, be rashly assented, and in three 
hours thty had all disappeared. 


Then Maillard, v'w seems to have had 


his suspicions cf Siese operations, put 
three diamonds in an earthen bowl pack- 
ed in powdered chr.rcoal and exposed 
them to intense heat without injury. 
Next Lavoisier came forward with his 


' explanations of the phenomena attending 
| the results of these various experiments. 


I He says that by shutting out the air dia- 
1 monds are preserved in the intense heat 


of a furnace, but that the admission of 
oxygen, which combines with the carbon 
of the diamond, allows it to burn almost 


, is readily as a piece of coal.

VIRTUES IN APPLE* 


They Ape Good For tbe System, E«- 


pectriUy- the Stomach. 


Not alone Be apples pleasing to the 


palate <jf the*nvorage mortal, but they 
posses* medical properties of great value 
to mankind. German analysts say 'that 
the fruit contains a larger percentage of 
phpsnhorus than any other fruit or vege- 
table. 
This phosphorite is admirably 


adapted for renewing the essential nerv- 
ous matter, letbicin, of the brain and 
'spinal cord. It is perhaps for the same 
reason, rudely understood, the old Scan- 
diiitkvUu traditions represent the apple as 
the fiod of gods, who, when they felt 
themselves to be growing old and infirm, 
resorted to this fruit for renewing theii 
powers of mind and body. Also, the acid) 
of the apple ave of signal use for men of 
sedentary habits, whose livers are slug- 
gish in action, those acids serving to elim- 
inate from the body noxious matters 
which, if retained, would make the brain 
heavy and dull or bring about jaundice 
or skin eruptions and other allied troubles. 


Some such an experiment must have 


led to our custom of taking apple sauce 
with roast pork, rich goose and like 
dishes. 
Tbe malic acid of ripe apples, 


either raw or cooked, will neutralize any 
excess of chalky matter engendered by 
eating tga much meat. 


It is also a fort that such fresh fruits 


•8 the apple, th* pear and the plum, when 
taken ripe and without sugar, diminish 
acidity iu the stomach rather than pro- 
Yoke it. Tlicir vegetable salts and juices 
•re converted into alkaline carbonates, 
which tend to counteract acidity. 


A good, ripe, raw apple is one of the 


rasiest of vegetable substances for the 
itomach to deal with, the whole process 
of its digestion being completed in eighty- 
five minutes. 
Gefraud found thnt the 


"pulpe of roasted apples mixed in a wine 
quart of faire water and labored together 
until it comes to be as apples and ale— 
which we call lambswool—never failcth 
in certain diseases of the rainos, which 
myself had often proved and gained 
thereby both crownes and credit." "The 
paring of an apple, cut somewhat thick, 
and the inside whereof is laid to hot, 
burning: or runniaj eyes at night, when 
thg party goes to bed, and is tied or hound 
to the same, doth help the trouble very 
speedily and contrary to exception—an 
excellent secret," 


A poultice made of rotten apples is of 


very common use in Lincolnshire for th* 
cure of weak or rheumatic eyes. Like- 
wise in the Hotel des Invalides at Paris 
on apple poultice is used commonly for 
inflamed eyes, the apple being roasted 
and its pulp applied over the eyes without 
any intervening substance. — New York 
Herald.

On the Amazon river several Indian 


tribes use snuff, called pareca, which is 
made of the seeds of a species of plant 
When a bout of snuff taking is determin- 
ed on, the people 'become highly intoxi- 
cated and then use the snuff. The effect 
of pareca is so violent that the taker 
drops as if shot and lies insensible for 
some time. Those mere accustomed to it 
are highly excited, dancing and singing 
as if mad. The effect soon subsides. Oth- 
er tribes uee it to repel ague during the 
,wet season.

Lad Whom He Tried to Tame. 


"The trouble between the small shop- 


keeper and his customers," said a Colum- 
bus avenue haberdasher, "is due in large 
measure to the errand boy. I know 1 
was a boy^nce, and I don't expect a boy 
who works for three dollars a week to 
take the same interest in my business that 
I do. But my customers are not so char- 
itable. In fact, they do not even consider 
the boy. They kick to me. 


"Take that boy of mine for a sample. 


After a hunch of experiences with others 
I hired this one tod t(|->d to tame him by 
taking an interest in him. His mother is 
a poor woman. One evening when it was 
raining I sent him home in a cab. He 
had told me it was his mother's birthday, 
and I gave him a dollar and a small pack- 
age of fruit for his mother. 


"Two hours later the cabby came back 


and said the boy had stopped on the way 
and invested in cigarettes and had invited 
him in to take a drink. 
Then the boy 


tried to bribe the cabby to drive him to a 
theater, and when the cabby refused the 
boy cursed him and banged his feet 
against the doors of the cab. 


"At first I thought of discharging the 


boy. But what was the use, I asked my- 
self. The next boy would do something 
worse. I gave the boy a lecture, not a 
severe one, but one which I thought, 
would make him sorry. He was a pretty' 
fair specimen of a juvenile reformer for a 
week. Soon after I sent him to my house. 


"While he was on his way I called up 


my wife and told her to give him a lunch. 
She did so. He ate like a hired man. 
Then he put up a pitiful story about his 
mother's illness. My wife gave him half 
a dollar to take to his mother. As he 
passed out of the house he met my son, 
who is several years younger than him- 
self, and persuaded him to go along. My 
own boy went home sick and confessed 
that he had been smoking cigarettes with 
pop's messenger boy, who had spent the 
money which my wife gave him. 


"All that time several packages for my 


customers were waiting to be delivered. 
One of the packages was delivered so 
late that the man refused to receive it. 
The goods came back. I lost a customer. 
I am not saying that this boy is any 
worse than the average boy who is em- 
ployed to run errands. I have had trou- 
ble with a lot of 'em. Each boy has his 
particular brand of cussedness. Each one 
soon forms the acquaintance of other 
boys In the neighborhood and they form 
a trust on loafing. 


"We can't employ men to run errands. 


Our business requires us to hire cheap 
boys. 
You can philosophize all you 


please, but you can't make a three dollar 
a week boy believe that there is uny fu- 
ture for him. SsSefent unto the day is 
the sum and substance of his existence. 
And so the small tradesman is at the 
mercy of this u»bin. We have to sub- 
mit." 


The tradesman had a call on the tele- 


phone. After putting up the receiver he 
continued: 


"That was a ring from the police sta- 


tion. They've got my boy locked up for 
breaking the window of a Chinese laun- 
dry. I've got to get him out because I 
hare six packages here awaiting deliv- 
ery."—New York Sun.

The War Iu Wbich Malaya Kill 
Sharks by the TlioonaudB — TITO 
Scliemeu For Trapping Tigera—Th« 
Python aiitl Hln Fie Dinner. 


If you v.-pic handed a fish, a dog and a. 


*tnp of baaiboo mul bidden to kill a ten 
foot shark with these crude implements, 
the odds are that you would decline the 
uuequul contest. Nevertheless the Ma- 
lays annually kill thousands of these vo- 
racious mousters by this means without 
incurring the slightest risk. 


Tue uielhod is as follows: The bamboo 


is split into u strip measuring auout four 
feet in length by one inch in width. Hav- 
ing been well charred at each end and 
pointed, it is coiled into the smallest pos- 
sible space and sewed into the fishskin. 
The dog is next killed, trussed and his 
interior cavity refilled with the delusive 
fishskin. 


Forthwith Jack Shark swallows^ the 


dog at a gulp, and his doom is sealed. 
Three or four days later, when he has 
digested the dog and tbe fishskin, the 
bamboo flies apart and gradually pene- 
trates the greut brute's side with fatal 
effect.- It is not pretty sport, but it is 
marvelously effective and absolutely safe. 


Were you handed a piece of meat, a 


bundle pf leaves and a • pot of birdliiae 
you wcmld scarcely feel yourself a match 
lor a Bengal tijpr, biit the little Bengal- 
ese are particularly successful in catching 
Mr. Stripes with these crude implements. 


The meat is Grst of all tied to the 


hough of a tree some twelve feet from 
the ground. The leaves, which are the 
size of larse plane leaves, are next 
smeared wrth the birdlime and thickly 
strewn, sticky side uppermost, beneath 
the bough. Mr. Stripes, perambulating 
past, smells the bait and makes a leap 
for it. He misses for the very good rea- 
son that it has been purposely placed a 
couple of feet higher than he can reach. 
Again and again he springs for it, and 
each time ho alights upon a fresh lot of 
leaves, which stick fust to his huge feet. 


Now be no!ices them and starts to try 


to lick them off. with tbe result that he 
transfers thorn from bis claws to his face. 
He gets impatient, the lime gets into his 
eyes and makes them smart, and he re- 
doubles his efforts, only to redouble the 
number of leaves. Finally he loses his 
temper and, half blinded with rage, fear 
and birdlime, rolls over and over until he 
looks like a jack in the green. Then, 
when he is no longer capable of rational 
resistance, the wily.native emerges and 
jabs him in some vital part. 


Sometimes, however, Mr. Stripes is des- 


tined for some great menagerie. Then the 
procedure is different. He is first of all 
trapped by an ingenious arrangement of 
weights and springs which convert an in- 
r.ocent looking cowshed into a four sided 
wooden ee'.l the moment he passes the 
threshold. His removal thence is ingen- 
ious. 


A tube of string matting measuring 


echie twelve feet ia length by about 
eighteen inches in diameter and strongly 
fortified with rattans and bamboo is sud- 
denly " introduced lengthways into the 
darkened cell. 
Mr. Stripes, who has 


meanwhile been stirred np by countless 
unseen hands, sees the welcome daylight 
and leaps madly for it. But although he 
has sprung into the narrow tunnel it is 
only to fiud the end safely barred. Be- 
fore he can say "Jack Robinson" deft 
fingers have barred his exit from behind, 
and he is sprawling powerless in a 
Straight jacket which fits him like the 
skin of a sausage. His subsequent trans- 
port is merely a question of weight lift-- 
ing.

John mere- 
ly fi::os an iron rins in tbe romorn's tail, 
ties a stiing to the rin? and drops the 
fish overboard. The remova quietly at- 
taches himself to tbe nearest fish, and 
John as quietly hauls in and out until the 
remora tires of tbe came. 


His cormorants are trained from early 


youth to return at their master's whistle. 
John places an iron ring round the neck 
of one and, lets him dive for a fish. Im- 
mediately he has seized his prey he is 
whistled back to his master. The ring 
prevents him swallowing the fish, which 
JAm quietly drops into his own pocket. 
The process is repeated until the cormo- 
rant tires of it. Then John tries a fresh 
bird. 


In certain parts of India where the 


snake pest is a terrible nuisance a curi- 
ous trap is set for tbe larger pythons. A 
small hole a few inches in diameter is 
made low down in a stout wall. On either 
side of this hole a young porker is teth- 
ered and left to his fate. 


The python speedily spots the external 


pig and swallows him. He then turns bis 
attention to the internal animal, which 
he can only reach by wriggling the fore 
part of his body through the hole in the 
walL Having swallowed the second pork- 
er, the python suddenly realizes the pen- 
alty of his piggishness. 
' Horrible to relate, he is now much the 
same shape as a dumbbell, the thin part 
of which just fits the aperture through 
tbe .wall and the bulging portions of 
which, representing the swallowed pork- 
ers, effectually prevent him moving back- 
ward or forwnrtl through the wall. At 
this point it is etiquette to help him out 
of his difficulty by cnttiug him in two and 
so saving the lives of ihe little pigs.

In Spain. 


The Spanish method of producing snTt, 


as employed nesr Cadiz, is by allowing 
the sr.n to evaporate the water from. 
what are tnown as "pans," small ponds 
prepared for the purpose of a uniform 
depth of about eighteen inches. Thesa 
are flooded directly from the sea three or 
four times a year, and ia time tbcre ia 
left n dtpo?it of about tbreo inch.-s of 
salt, which is piled in the open in the 
forra of small pyramids until sold. This 
method has the advantage of being inex- 
pensive and of not requiring machinery. 
The only reQuisites are a hot eun and a 
soil which will not permit the water to 
filter through, as the salt in solution 
would then be lost. Something depends 
also upon the analysis of the water. For 
instance, the water of the Mediterranean 
has a greater specific gravity than that of 
the Atlantic.

With Increases About as Asked For 


By the Firemen Are to Be Voted 


On. * Petitions For Buildings 


City Council Business 


The following 
questions 
will 
be 


placed on the ballots at the coming 
election, to be voted on by the city at 
larg^: 


"Shall the salary of the chief en- 


gineer of the fire department be in- 
creased and fixed at $1200 per year " 


"Shall the annual salaries of the 


members of the me department b& in- 
creased and fixed as follows: First 
assistant engineer, $200; second assist- 
ant engineer, $175; captains, $125 each; 
lieutenants, $112 each; permanent fire- 


men, 
$780 each; 
firemen 
who have 


served one year, $80 each; firemen who 
have served two years, $100 each?" 


This is in response t» the petition of 


the call firemen presented to the coun- 
cil at its October meeting, when they 
asked that the matter be presented to 
the voters. The amounts fixed are sub- 
stantially as they were suggested by 
the firemen, and include the graduated 
scale of salaries which distinguishes' 
the different grades. 


The chief change from'the schedule 


as proposed by the firemen is that the 
chief is included. At present he re- 
ceives $900. If the proposed change is 
made he will be given an increase of 
$300, which the firemen in their peti- 
tion did not include, it 
representing 


simply the call men. Another change 
is in the salaries to be paid the call 
men. 
The petition aslied for $100 a 


year for all. The question to be sub- 


! mitted distinguishes between those 
who have served one year and those 
who have served over two years. 
Among the firemen thia-morning this 
change was endorsed as putting a pre- 
mium on continuous service which was 
desirable.
